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Councilors place focus on high school renovations

AGAWAM - The town of Aga- 
wam may be looking at a different 
approach to address issues in its 
school buildings, specifically at 
Agawam High School. 


Agawam City Councilors Rob- 
ert Rossi and Paul Cavallo are co- 
sponsoring a resolution to enter a 
statement of interest (SOI) to the 
Massachusetts School Building 
Authority (MSBA) for renovations 
for Agawam High School. 

Rossi says the town has been 
turned down in the past for fund- 


ing for a brand new high school be- 
cause Agawam has not been identi- 
fied as a high-need district by the 
MSBA. Now, the Agawam School 
Committee would like to submit an 
SOI for renovations and repairs at 
the high school. In Agawam, such 
a measure has to go through votes 
of the school committee and then 


the city council. 

Cavallo, a former principal of 
Agawam High School, says non- 
compliance and other issues in the 
high school are still pending from 
when he was building administra- 
tor many years ago. 

“We have a girl’s preparation 
room that is still out of compli- 


ance,” said Cavallo. “We have 
bathrooms that are in great need of 
updating.” 

Rossi outlined other needs for 
the high school, but said the build- 
ing is structurally sound, one of the 
reasons a new school is not an op- 
tion.

CPA funds considered for 
athletic track rehab

AGAWAM - The town may uti- 
lize a combination of Community 
Preservation Act (CPA) funding 
and bonding to renovate the track 
at Agawam High School. 

At the request of Agawam City 
Councilor George Bitzas, Mayor 
Richard Cohen provided the coun- 
cil Monday night with an update 
on the work and research that has 
been done by the track sub-com- 
mittee established by the mayor in 
2012. 

“At this time we are continuing 
our work with Milone & MacB- 
room to develop a conceptual plan 
to present to the Agawam Track 
Exploratory Committee,” stated

Cohen. “The planning process is 
progressing smoothly, and a draft 
should be ready for presentation 
shortly.” 

Council President Christopher 
Johnson said he also spoke with 
Cohen and was told a plan for the 
track could be presented at a coun- 
cil meeting sometime in April. 

After the design is reviewed and 
comments are made by town ad- 
ministration and the council, cost 
estimations will be considered 
before the construction drawings 
and bid documents are created, 
Cohen said. 

Bitzas said the town will look 
to utilize some CPA funds for the 
track. CPA funds can now be used 
for existing town recreation prop- 
erty. There are limits, however, on 
how those monies can be appro- 
priated. 

The Agawam High School track 
and the bleachers that surround the

Championing the public’s 
right-to-know 


At one point in my 22-year daily and weekly newspaper 
career, I actually was somebody up and coming on the fast 
track in Massachusetts journalism. Then I got old and had 
kids, which is a humbling experience to say the least. For 
almost 10 years, however, I served as a vice president and 
executive committee member for the New England Press 
Association (www.nenpa.org), which now represents most 
all weekly and daily newspapers throughout all of New 
England. During those glory days of NENPA service, the 
greatest joy I received was fighting for public records and 
open meeting access rights for journalists by choosing our 
convention speakers, newsletter writings, subcommittee 
study, and direct legislative advocacy on Beacon Hill. 

Though my career ambitions were subdued by baby dia- 
pers, the need for a more stable paycheck, and a home my 
family could actually afford much farther west of Boston, 
Ihave never once lost my passion for 
protecting the First Amendment and 
the Fourth Estate. 

Whatever political spectrum you 
admonish, there should be no doubt 
that the public’s free, unencumbered 
access to government and court re- 
cords is quickly eroding. It happens 
with small town municipal depart- 
ments who don’t know any better, 
some larger city council leaders who 
scoff at the notion that they actually 
represent the people, from state of- 
fice press flaks who demand to know why you want public 
information, and even our court system that still operates 
public records access like it’s 1980. The fact is many execu- 
tive branch and municipal records are supposed to be public 
unless specifically exempt, but they have become function- 
ally inaccessible due to excessive cost, technological barri- 
ers, and administrative obstruction or delay. The law hasn’t 
been substantially updated since 1973. 

There is a silver lining on the horizon, if a robust proposal 
can escape the legislative death grasp of yet another study 
committee assignment. Originally filed by state Rep. Peter 
Kocot, a redrafted Mass. House Bill 3945 was recently re- 
ported favorably by the Joint Committee on State Admin- 
istration and Regulatory Oversight. This bill, which will 
improve access to public records, has now been sent to the 
Joint Committee on Rules for deliberation. 

So why am I chiming in? NENPA’s current Executive Di- 
rective Dan Cotter reached out to me personally last week to 
see if I could reconnect with our readers during this critical 
time with such a major bill pending. After researching the 
proposal, I would have to concur with Gavi Wolfe, legisla- 
tive counsel for the ACLU of Massachusetts, that our cur- 
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rent public records law is broken and we all need to cham- 
pion steps needed to make a major course correction. 

House Bill 3945 - An Act to improve access to public 
records (https://malegislature.gov/Bills/188/House/H3945) 
would do the following: 

1) Require agencies to have a “records access officer” — an 
identified point person to streamline responses to public re- 
cords requests. 

2) Increase access to public records in electronic form. 

3) Lower costs for requesters — so they pay for limited 
staff time and the actual cost of producing the records — and 
place limits on charges for redacting documents to withhold 
information. 

4) Direct courts to award attorney’s fees when agencies 
block access to public information. 

5) Create a commission to identify ways to make the legisla- 
ture’s work more open to the public and consider “the practica- 
bility of applying the provisions of the public records and open 
meetings laws to the General Court either by statute or by rule.” 


Electronic records 

Documents created electronically should be given to re- 
questers in electronic form, and more public documents 
should be made available online. 

¢ When records are created electronically, it makes sense 
to provide them in electronic form, rather than paper. 

¢ Providing records in electronic form saves time, money, 
and paper. It makes the information more accessible, which 
is the point of the law. 

¢« Commonly requested documents should be published 
online to save everyone time and energy by pre-empting for- 
mal requests. 

Cost of records 

Access to public information shouldn’t be costly. Fees 
should reflect actual materials costs and limited service 
fees. 

¢ Materials fees — for copies, printouts, or electronic stor- 
age devices — should not exceed the actual cost of the ma- 
terials. 

¢ The bill would reduce the cost of black and white cop- 
ies and computer printouts to 5 cents per side of paper (or 
7 cents for legal pages), following states like New Jersey, 
where these fees were updated in 2010 and signed into law 
by Gov. Christie. 

¢ Administrative fees for time spent finding and copying 
records should be modest and only applied to time-consum- 
ing requests (more than 2 hours of work). 

¢ Fees should not be charged for time spent reviewing 
documents to decide what information to withhold from the 
public. 

¢ “The public” shouldn’t be saddled with hefty fees to get 
public information. 


Attorneys’ fees 

Without a meaningful enforcement mechanism, agencies 
can deny access to public records without consequences. At- 
torneys’ fees provide incentive for agencies to take the law 
seriously. 

¢ Lacking this provision, Massachusetts lags behind the 
national mainstream. More than 40 states and the federal 
FOIA law already authorize attorneys’ fees when people are 


wrongly denied access. 

¢ This bill will ensure accountability. When agencies 
block access to public information and force requestors to 
go to court, requestors will be entitled to attorneys’ fees if 
they win. 

¢ Freedom of information should not depend on having the 
resources to pay for a lawyer. 

e Enabling courts to award fees doesn’t increase litigation 
or saddle government agencies with big legal bills. Today, 
obstruction and delays lead to needless litigation. When 
agencies are prompted to take public records requests seri- 
ously, far fewer cases need to be taken to court. 


Records access officers 

e Having a point person for records access will make it 
easier for agencies to handle requests knowledgeably and ef- 
ficiently. 

e It will give requesters direction instead of the run- 
around. 

¢ It will facilitate communication about the scope of re- 
quests, enabling requesters to get more relevant information 
faster. 

¢ It does not require any new hires, just making sure re- 
sponsibility for managing public records requests does not 
fall through the cracks. 


Commission on legislative transparency 

This commission would identify measures to affirmatively 
make the legislative process more accessible and meaningful 
to the public, and would consider the most appropriate way 
to apply the principles of public records to the legislature. 

¢ Establishing this commission would be an important first 
step in increasingly legislative transparency and openness. 

¢ There are legitimate questions about the best way to im- 
port the principles of the public records law to the legislature, 
a deliberative body with 200 separate offices that receive fre- 
quent sensitive communications from constituents. 

¢« A commission can grapple with these issues, and also 
recommend pro-active steps to make the legislative process 
more open, by, for example, giving more advance notice of 
public hearings, broadcasting hearings, publishing substan- 
tive committee reports, and posting legislative and commit- 
tee votes online in an accessible manner. 

¢ The commission is designed to create the conditions for 
a meaningful result. It has a timeline for initially convening 
(within 45 days of the bill being signed), a deliverable (a 
public report), and a date certain for that deliverable (Octo- 
ber 1, 2015). 


This bill will make concrete, practical changes to restore a 
presumption of openness in Massachusetts government and, 
frankly, to make the law function more smoothly for every- 
one. But the bill won’t see the light of day if our own area 
state legislators don’t dig in and fully support it, and we the 
people don’t hold them accountable. If local representatives 
fail to support our rights, they are just as bad as the scofflaws 
who deny public access rights to all of us and undermine the 
very core foundation of our Democracy.

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My husband is a ‘meat and potatoes’ 
man. He would choose beef over chicken 
any day. I prefer chicken and as long as the 
dish results in a very moist chicken, there 
are no complaints that it is not beef. Many 
of my chicken recipes are prepared with 
boneless, skinless chicken breasts that have 
been pounded to % inch — % inch thick. 
The breasts in this recipe are not pounded. 
If the chicken breasts that you 
have purchased are very large, 
you may cut part of the breast 
off making the plumper end 
only five ounces and freeze 
the remaining pieces for 
another recipe. (I have pur- 
chased breasts that are eight 
ounces.) 

Also, most of my recipes 
calling for bacon are prepared 
precooked ‘Ready-to-Serve’ 
bacon. But the precooked 
version will not work in this 
recipe. If there are only two in 
your household, you may freeze 
the remaining raw bacon strips by placing 
them about /2-inch apart on a sheet of plas- 
tic wrap. Place another sheet of plastic wrap 
over the strips and fold them like an accor- 
dion. Wrap the folded strips in aluminum 
foil and freeze until needed. This makes for 
easy separation of the frozen strips. 

I always have both taco seasoning and 
chili seasoning mix in my pantry. I have 
interchanged them in this recipe and either 
will work well.

Bacon Chicken Bundles 
2 chicken breasts, boneless, skinless 
3 bacon slices (not ‘Ready-to-Serve’) 
2 T. brown sugar 
1 T. dry taco seasoning mix 


Place a baking rack in a foil lined 9” X 
9” baking pan. Spray rack with nonstick 
cooking spray. Set aside. Fold the thinner 
end of the breast under creat- 
ing a round ‘bundle.’ Wrap 
one slice of bacon around the 
entire diameter of each breast. 
Cut the other slice of bacon in 
four pieces and lay two pieces 
on top of each bundle. In a 
small bowl, combine the sugar 
and taco seasoning. Dredge 
each prepared breast in sugar 
mixture being careful to keep 
the bacon wrapped. Place 
each breast, bacon side up, on 
prepared baking rack. Bake 
in a 350-degree oven for 30- 
35 minutes then broil for two 
minutes to crisp the bacon. Chicken is done 
when juices run clear.

Every day I join millions 
of Christians around the world 
in praying that God’s kingdom 
come and that God will be done, 
on earth as it is in heaven. And I 
know that God does not will the 
violent death of our children. 

I read in the Bible that, “God 
so loved the world that he gave his only 
Son, so that everyone who believes in him 
may not perish but may have eternal life” 
(John 3:16). God must weep every time 
one of his beloved children dies violently 
and too soon. 

Jesus says, “This is my commandment, 
that you love one another as I have loved 
you.” (John 15:12). And yet we kill each 
other. 

Pious words will not make gun vio- 
lence go away. And yet I am grateful for 
the Gun Violence Prevention Sabbath. It 
was an opportunity for us to mourn those 
who have died. It was an opportunity for 
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us to repent for our complicity in our cul- 
ture of violence. It was an opportunity for 
us to pray for victims, for their families, 
for perpetrators, and for our nation as a 
whole. 

It seems right that the Gun Violence 
Prevention Sabbath happened during 
Lent, the season when many Christians 
emphasize self-examination 
and repentance, prayer, fast- 
ing, and self-denial. Surely 
that is our call in the face of 
gun violence. 

The Sabbath is now over. 
And, of course, the violence 
continues. It continues be- 
cause we live in a fallen 
world, where the most faith- 
ful are often the ones who 
get crucified, and the most 
innocent are too often the 
ones who get victimized. 

But Christians are a people 
of hope, not despair. Chris- 
tians are a resurrection peo- 
ple. Christians are an Easter people. And, 
as Easter people, we say that violence will 
not have the last word; God will. Death is 
not the end of the story; life is. 

God is at work in our midst all the time, 
bringing forth new life and new hope. And 
so, for now, we mourn, and we repent, 
and we pray. But we also keep going, and 
we keep hoping. We keep going and we 
keep hoping because we know that peace 
is possible. We know that justice is pos- 
sible. We know that love is possible. We 
know that, with God, anything is possible. 
Thanks be to God!

Environmental Project Coordinator Tracy 
DeMaio has announced that the town will 
again be selling rain barrels this spring. 

“Rain barrels have become very popular 
in Agawam,” said DeMaio. “More and more 
residents are using them, making water con- 
servation a way of life in their homes, while 
also helping to reduce the impacts of storm 
water runoff on Agawam’s wetlands, rivers, 
and streams.” 

A rain barrel collects rain water from the 
roof and stores it for use during dry weather 
to water house plants or outside gardens. 
Collecting water in a rain barrel is an excel- 
lent way to save some of the runoff and take 
the pressure off the water supply and storm- 
water management systems. Collected rain- 
fall is especially valuable during droughts 
or dry conditions. It contains more nutrients 
and less salt than tap water making it great 
for plants.

The rain barrels are made from 60-gallon 
recycled food grade barrels in a terra cotta 
color. The fully-screened intake port keeps 
mosquitoes, insects and debris out. The lid 
can be removed for easy cleaning and for 
storing hoses inside the barrel during the 
winter. The solid brass threaded spigot can 
be connected to a regular hose or soaker 
hose. The overflow connector and tubing 
can be used to direct water away from the 
foundation or to join multiple barrels for ad- 
ditional storage capacity. 

Orders with payment will be taken 
through Friday, April 4, with pick-up day 
Saturday, April 12, at the DPW, 1000 Suf- 
field St., Agawam from 9:30-10:30 a.m. The 
cost of the rain barrel is $60 each.

Councilors place focus on high school renovations

“We need to do some renovations and up- 
date the building,” he said. “I would like to 
see where the MSBA places us and see what 
kind of funding might be available.” 

Submitting a SOI does not put the town 
of Agawam or the taxpayers into any type of 
commitment to a building project. It simply 
makes the needs of the town and the school 
buildings known to the MSBA and puts it 
in line for potential assistance in funding a 
renovation project. If Agawam was able to 
secure funding at some point, the MSBA 
would finance about 50 to 60 percent of the 
cost of a project depending on the criteria 
they set for reimbursement. 

Rossi says the school is in need of updat- 
ed science classrooms, and classroom space 
overall is needed. The proposed resolution 
states there is insufficient classroom space to 
allow teachers dedicated space. That means 
some teachers at Agawam High School are 


required to migrate around the school with 
carts for their supplies, using empty class- 
rooms wherever available at given periods of 
the day. 

The resolution says that classrooms in the 
building are also undersized. The undersized 
and outdated classrooms make a renovation 
project fall under Priority No. 3, which states 
the issues could cause a loss of accredita- 
tion with the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges (NEASC). 

Another major priority is replacing the 
boiler system. The system was put in place 
in 1979 and is completely outdated. Win- 
dows in the school are also original and were 
installed in 1955. They are not energy-effi- 
cient. The building also needs electrical up- 
grades. 

At Monday night’s city council meeting, 
members chose not to forward the resolution 
to any sub-committees, and it will be up for 
vote at the April 7 meeting.

track continue to be an eyesore. The bleach- 
ers are falling apart and are rotting in some 
places. The track is a gravel surface and does 
not have the proper lanes needed for Aga- 
wam High School to host track meets. 

In recent years, Agawam High has stopped 
hosting regular season dual track meets at 
the high school. The Brownies are instead 
forced to travel to the surrounding area’s 
schools to have their track meets. Among the 
surrounding communities, Holyoke, West 
Springfield, Chicopee, Chicopee Compre- 
hensive, Longmeadow and East Longmead- 
ow all have all-weather tracks. 

The same will be the case in 2014. All of 
Agawam’s track meets for both boys and 
girls will be on the road. Agawam will be 
visiting sites including Ludlow, Minnechaug 
and East Longmeadow during the regular 
season. 

The lack of a proper track also hurts Aga- 
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wam for practices. They are often not able 
to field a competitive pole vaulting team be- 
cause they lack the proper facilities. 

“Unfortunately, we are not able to get 
any money from the (Massachusetts School 
Building Authority) to go toward the track,” 
said Bitzas. “But we hope to get some CPA 
money and then bond for the rest.” 

Bitzas says he hopes the rest of the city 
council will support the track project. 

“This is a big project and it needs to be 
done,” he said. “I’m sorry to see that it has 
taken so long.” 

The exploratory committee was estab- 
lished in 2012 and includes several stake- 
holders in the establishment of a new track, 
including Bitzas, high school Athletic Direc- 
tor David Stratton, track and field coach Dan 
Pryce, former athletic director Lou Conte, 
Parks and Recreation Director Christopher 
Sparks, Town Clerk Richard Thereoux and 
Zoning Board of Appeals Secretary Jenn 
Bonfiglio.

Wanna spice up your life? Mama Gallo- 
ni’s Authentic Gourmet Foods and Betty’s 
School of Pasta, now open at 1325 Spring- 
field Street in Feeding Hills, could be the 
answer. 

Owner and school instructor Betty Cou- 
ture has always had a passion for cooking.

hough March does not of- 

ten elicit images of young- 

sters building campfires 

or playing games in the pool, it’s 

a great time for parents to start 

thinking about summer camps for 
their kids.

rosters, which tends to happen in 
early spring. The following are 
a few things parents should take 
into consideration when seeking a 
summer camp for their kids. 
Staff 

The right summer camp staff 
can make all the difference. Many 
children are understandably shy 
when arriving at a summer camp, 
as their friends from back home 
might not be joining them. That 
can make kids hesitant to partici- 
pate in activities or less enthusi- 
astic about those activities. But a 
good staff will know how to make 
kids feel welcome, which should 
help them come out of their shells 
and make the most of their sum- 
mer camp experiences. The qual- 
ity of staffs can vary significantly 
depending on the camp, so it’s 
important that parents ask camp 
representatives about their staffs 
before making any commitments.

Ask how long the staff has been 
together and the types of training 
new and even veteran staff mem- 
bers undergo before the start of 
camp season? Does the training 
include first aid and emergency 
medical training and certifica- 
tion? 

It’s also good to ask about the 
vetting process the camp employs 
before hiring new staff, includ- 
ing the extent of its background 
checks. Are criminal background 
checks conducted? How many ref- 
erences must potential staff mem- 
bers supply to be considered for 
employment? A good camp will 
be forthcoming with answers to 
all of your questions, so eliminate 
those that appear hesitant to share 
information about their staffs. 

A day in the life 

When vetting camps for kids, 
parents should ask what a typical 
day is like once the season hits 


full swing. Many parents want 
their youngsters to have a well- 
rounded experience, while others 
might want their kids to attend a 
more specialized camp, whether 
it’s a sports camp focusing on a 
particular sport or a music camp 
devoted to helping kids become 
better musicians. Regardless of 
the type of camp parents are con- 
sidering for their kids, they should 
ask about what daily life at the 
camp is like. Ask to see schedules 
and how strictly camps adhere to 
those schedules. When consider- 
ing specialized camps, ask the 
staff representative if kids will 
have the chance to simply have a 
little fun and which types of rec- 
reational activities are planned to 
give kids a break from what are 
often rigorous schedules. 
Camp goals 

Another thing parents must 

consider before choosing a sum- 


mer camp for their kids is the goals 
of each individual camp. A camp 
should be dedicated to ensuring 
kids have fun, even when kids are 
attending more specialized camps 
that tend to be more strict. In ad- 
dition, parents should look for a 
camp that wants its attendees to 
foster relationships with their fel- 
low campers. Camp can be lonely 
for some youngsters, especially 
those attending summer camp for 
the first time, but a summer camp 
that strives to promote friendship 
among its campers can reduce, 
if not eliminate, any feelings of 
homesickness. 

Late winter is when parents 
should start looking at summer 
camps for their kids, and there are 
a host of factors moms and dads 
should take into consideration dur- 
ing the vetting process to ensure 
their youngsters have as much fun 
as possible.
